a  former  pastor,  was  present  and  gave 
an  appropriate  address,  in  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  good  foundation  laid  by  the 
fathers,  and  the  honor  of  being  descen¬ 
dants  .of  so  worthy  progenitors  while 
his  name  on  the  tablet 'was  among  the 


dead,  yet -he  found  himself  with  a  liv¬ 
ing  throng,  who  arc  still  engaged  suc¬ 


cessfully  in  the  same  line  of  useful 
citizenship  and  church  work. 

He  referred  to  the  Israelites  as  they 
passed  through  Jordan  taking  the 
twelve  stones  and  building  a  memorial, 
so  the  descendants^  here  do  well  to 
erect  a  memorial  to  keep  in  mind  that 
God  did  wonders  for  and  kept  the  ear¬ 
ly  families  of  this  community. 

The  singing  by  the  choir  was  greatly 
appreciated  as  the  pieces  were  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  occasion. 


A  suggestion  was  made  by  Sheldon 
Norton  that  a  day  oe  set  apart  each 
year  for  meeting  to  commemorate  the 
early  settlers,  which’,  was  received 
with  enthusiasm  and  the  church  and 
community  will  no  doubt,  under  the 
leadership  of  Pastori^Winters,  inaugur¬ 
ate  such  a  movement! 

t)wing  to  lack  of  time,  Rev.  G.  S.
